A Rieh Ore Strike.

Tetivripe (Col.), Oct. 17.-—Tella- 
ride is ablaze with excitement. Flags 
are flying and men are cheering. The 
great Sheridan tunnel has struck a 
vein and has developed a large body 
of ore of a very high grade. The tun- 
nel was commenced in November,

Last night, when the Sheriff showed 
some .signs of trepidation at the task 
before him, Maxwell said: ‘‘ Brace 
up, old man! You are much more 
troubled about this thing than I am.”’ 

He slept well, and ate his breakfast 
with apparent relish. His spiritual 
advisers received a severe shock this 
morning when they went in to admin- 
ister the last words of conegolation. 

An enterprising reporter had been 
before them. He assumed the guise 
of a minister, with the idea of getting 
an interview, but he failed, for when 
the newspaper representative began 
to question him as to his spiritual 
welfare, Maxwell threw off the relig- 
ious mask which he had hitherto 
worn, and drove his visitor from bim 
with a string of curses of the most sul- 
phurous sort. 

When the Sheriff began to read the 
death warrant in a trembling voice, 
Maxwell interrupted with, “‘ Stop that 
gab, Schroeder, and let us get through 


| this thing as soon as possible.” 


His wish was complied with and he 
was at once conducted tothe gallows. 


The drop fell, acd the victim was dead 


in six minutes. 

Just before leaving his cell Maxwell 
handed the Sheriff a big knife, saying 
he might have killed himself half a 


dozen times if he wanted to. 


Maxwell was hanged for the murder 


of Charles Decker last spring while 


burglarizing Decker’s house.

LOTTERIES CONDEMNED. 


& Scheme Which Cas Only Origi- 
mate in Corruption and Fraud." 
Harper's Magazine says: Lotter- 
ies bave been condemned in principle, 
though they are not as yet wholly sup- 
pressed, in nearly every cvuntry in 
Christendom. In most of the States 
of the American Union they are for- 
bidden by law. In England they 
have been prohibited since the reign 
of George II; in Relgium they were 
suppressed in 1830, and in France they | 
are nominally forbidden, though the 
Government has permitted the ele- 
ment of chance to be introduced in the 
raising of money for certain semi-pub- 
lic purposes, as, for instance, the Pan- 
umacanal. The lottery originated in 
corruption. The earliest legislative 
bodies of modern Europe protested 
against royal lotteries, and the first 
Assembly of the French Republic sup- 
pressed them as ‘‘an invention of des- 


) potism to make men silent about their 


want, by enticing them on with a hope 
which aggravates their distress.’’ The 
objection to lotteries is based upon 
morals as well as upon public expedi- 
ency. Lotteries continually incite the 
poor, and persons who are not well 
gifted with the moral sense and the 
quality of self-reliance, to depend upon 
plusthios else than their own efforts 
to take care of themselves. Lotteries 
have been well called schools of pub- 
lic demoralization. They introduce 
scandals and corruption in public life. 
Such scandals involving charges of 
bribery of legislators, have lately 
arisen in Louisiana and North Dakota.

ELECTRICAL GLIMMERINGS. 


Tue toads are already aware of the 
efficacy of the electric light as a food 
prodycer. A lady chanced to be ina 
carriage which was temporarily halted 
ina road near an electric light. She 
saw several moving objects on the 
ground, near the light. They proved to 
be toads, awaiting the fal) of moths and 
other insects which approached too near 
the destructive flame. 

A Novet use of the electric light is 
made on the St. Lawrence river, near 
the Thousand Island resorts. One of 
the lights has been placed at the end of 
a yardarm on the stcamer St. Lawrence, 
which has adynamo aboard. The light 
stands in front of a powerful reflector, 
and as the boat steams about at night 
among the islands the séarch-light is 
cast upon them, revealing with startling 
distiactness their beauty and the beauty 
of the landscape. 

A new use for electric lights has been 
revealed by an Idahoan, who says that 
at home he takes the cheerful little 
electric bulb to bed with him. It keeps 
him warmer and snugger than all the 
rubber bags and tin boilers known, and 
the look of italone on acold nightis, he 
thinks, as good as a roaring fire ina 
room. He considers it an altogether 
goodly thing to have around when the 
thermometer is forty degrees below zero, 
and he many a time gves to sleep with 
it between his feet. 

In the late night operations conducted 
by Sir Evelyn Wood, in England, to 
test the value of electric light in war, it 
was found that there was considerable 
difficulty in controlling the action of 
the light. It was dazzling for those ad- 
vancing on it, but itcould be gazed at 
through field glasses without inconven- 
ience. It also enabled a fine sight to be 
taken on rifles at the heads of the gunners 
in the redoubt. It was also discovered 
that capes should be worn at all night 
operations by attackers, and scabbards 
should be dulled, as the glitter of scab- 
bards and red coats rendered discovery 
easy. 

Ir is suggested that electricity could 
very advantageously be applied to the 
tricycle. A prominent electrical jour- 
nal says: ‘‘A practical electrical tricy- 
cle would be a lazy man’s delight, and 
as the electric light is generally availa- 
ble, power for charging the batteries 
would not be hard to find. Tolerable 
success has already been attained with 
such machines, the power required is 
not large, and the necessary weight of 
battery and motor can be brought with- 
in quite reasonable limits. It would 
not bea difficult matter to bring out 
such a machine, and it would probably 
find a considerable number of users in 
favorable localities.” 

Ir report is to be relied on, the 
Chinese have stilla long way to go be- 
fore they will be ina position to avail 
themselves of the benefits of modern 
scientific progress. It is stated that the 
Imperial palace, by order of the young 
Emperor, was fitted throughout with 
electric lights. The Imperial Cabinet 
was called together to witness the for- 
mal opening of the new system of illu- 
mination. Instead, however, of their 
expressing admiration of the brilliant 
light, they stood aghast. This wonder- 
fulsneen, whicn came and went at the 
touch of a button, could only be the off- 
spring of supernatural powers and was 
probably a machination of evil spirits. 
Thus in solemn conclave the mandarins 
decided, and in a few days the electrical 
plant was removed. 


ACROSS THE ATLANTIC. 


Sr. PETERSBURG is the only capital of 
Europe in which the population is 
steadily diminishing. During the last 
seven years the inhabitants of that city 
have decreased by eighty-five thousand. 

A BOOK-BINDER in V.enna was called 
upon to bind a volume of one hundred 
leaves worth one hundred thousand 
guiden. Each leaf was a bond for one 
thousand gulden, the book being the 
owner’s gift to his only daughter. 


Tue wire to be used for the telephone 
between Paris and London is made of 
bronze.
